But Mrs. Domm aid not come, 
Instead she went right on with her 
housework, .only taking time to 
write a letter to tell the govern- 
ment her conditions. If they 
wanted her in Portland, she wrote, 
they would have to come and get 


her. Moreover she would not 
budge a step with them unless they 
sent a closed automobile large 


enough to carry her and her hus- 
band and their two children. It 
would be necessary also for the 
vernment to guarantee to get 
er back to Panther Creek the 
same night as her baby was 
to sleeping at home on wool and 
would probably take cold if he 
slept away from home. 

The United States Attorney and 
the United States Marshal frankly 
do not know what to do about it. 
They hesitate to send out a deputy 
to fetch Mrs. Domm forcibly and 
they have no appropriation to 
send a sedan out into the moun- 
tains, nor could they guarantee 


same day. Furthermore, it is not 
customary for Federal prisoners 
to travel in such style.

Foreign financing got under way 
again yesterday when two issues, 
aggregating $39,700,000, were an- 
nounced by investment bankers 
throughout the nation. J. P. Mor- 
fan & Co. and the National City 
Company are offering an issue of 
$29,700,000 Government of the 
Argentine Nation externa] sinking 
fund 6 per cent gold bonds at 96% 
and accrued interest to yield about 
6.25 per cent, and the Guaranty 
Company of New York and Dillon, 


of $10,000,000 State of Bremen 
(Germany) ten-yeaer 7 per cent 
external loan gold bonds at 94 3-4 
and interest to yleld over 7.75 per 
cent. 

The Argentine bonds are a direct 
external obligation of the Argen- 
tine government... The proceeds of 
the issue will be used to repay 
floating debt of the Argentine gov- 
ernment as provided for by laws 
which govern this issue. This issue 
of bonds will substantially com- 
plete the amount authorized to be 
issued under such laws. . 

The Bremen bonds are a direct 
obligation of the State of Bremen. 
The proceeds of this issue will be 
used for necessary income produc- 
ing port improvements and other 
public works and for payment of 
the §5,000,000 external one-year 
discount treasury notes, due De- 
cember 1, 1925. 

The State of Bremen is one of 
the independent states of Ger- 
many with control over its own 
affairs, subject to such matters as 
are now reserved for control by 
the German Reich. With a popu- 
lation of about 330,000 it comprises 
an area of ninety-nine square 
miles, including the harbors of 
Bremen, Bremerhaven and Vege- 
sack. Its port is the second larg- 
est of Germany and is the largest 
cotton importing port on the con- 
tinent of Europe.

Cantinas in Tia Juana Missed by Blaze Continue 
Business While Rebuilding Planned. 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
22.—Tia Juana was recovering tonight from ber 
sixth disastrous blaze in as many years with many complaints of the 


inadequacy of fire-fighting apparatus. 


The cantinas not affected by the 


fire which razed an entire block on the west side of the main street, 
were open again as usual. It was said that only a shift of wind had 
prevented the destruction of the entire resort. 


The. biaze was discovered short! 


after 3 o’clock this morning in the 
kitchen of the Vernon Bar on the 
west side o fA avenue and, fanned 
by a stiff wind from the sea, spread 
rapidly to all the other structures 
in the block. Fifteen salloons, the 
California Commercial Company's 
large curio store, two meat mar- 
kets, two grocery stores and other 
small buildings included in the 
block were a mass of flames fif- 
teen minutes later. 


DEPARTMENT FAILS 


The Tia Juana Fire Department 
which consists of one chemical 
truck, was on the scene in a few 
minutes after the fire had been 
discovered, but was entirely inade- 
quate to cope with the blaze, in- 
tensified by the great heat from the 
thousands of gallons of liquors on 
fire. And, to add to the problem 
of those trying to save the build- 
ings on the opposite side of the 
street, which were threatened with 
destruction, the water supply gave 
out after the pumps had been in 
operation only a short time. 

With chemicals exhausted, resi- 
dents of the border town could only 
stand by and watch the destruction. 

hurry call to the Chula Vista 
Fire Department took another 
chemical truck to the scene of the 
blaze, but by the time u arrived 
the block had been practicaily lev- 
elled and efforts were confined to 


street. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock, the wind, 
which had caused the fire to spread 
so rapidly, died down and to this 
is attributed the saving of the rest 
of Tia Juana, 


BUILDINGS DESTROYED 

Buildings destroyed include the 
San Francisco Cantina, the Tivoli 
Bar, the Log Cabin, San Diego Bar, 
Gonzales Bar, Alhambra Cafe, Turf 
Bar, Lower California Commercial 
Company's curio store, Palace Bar, 
Vernon Club and other buildings 
facing the street to the rear of the 
saloons. 

Intense heat from the fire 
scorched practically all the build- 
ings on the opposite gide of the 
street and cracked windows in 
structures almost a block distant. 
Workers and residents worked 
frantically to get belongings, fix. 
tures and stores of liquor to a 
place of safety. Pool tables, chairs 
and other equipment were piled 
high on the street. and were soon 
covered with embers, water and 
debris, which the wind carried over 
from the area of the flames. Dam 
age under these conditions was 
considerable, more so than if the 
goods had been allowed to remain 
inside of the buildings. 

Numerous narrow esca from 
death occurred during the fire. Two 
of the buildings burned were two 
stories in height, with sleeping 
rooms on the second floor. The

Washed overboard in the height 
of a tropical hurricane, Krugger 
Felt, a seaman on the steamer Le- 
na Luckenback, was picked up 
again and brought back on board 
within fifteen minutes, officers of 


the Lena Luckenbach repérted op 


her arrival at this port yesterday. 
As the vessel is fifty feet from her 
davits to waterline, the lowering 
of two small boats and the rescue 
of a man in that time in the teeth 
of a terrific wind and sea is con- 
sidered a remarkable performance. 
The loss and rescue of Felt took 
place the morning of the 18th inst, 
while the vessel was off the West 
Coast of Mexico. The hurricane 
lasted for three days and battered 
many vessels severely, but the Lena 
Luckenbach showed few signs of 
it.
